The city resident 
districts of the rich form a fair substitute for the country play 
grounds, it is true, but we are 'speaking of the children of the working 
class, not of the children of the rich. Xow, do not imagine that the 
wrongs of the slum baby will go nhrevenged. Nature does not forgive 
a violation of its laws, and' there is a terrible retribution ahead for all 
this wrong. When society makes slum babies out of its youngest 
citizens the crime is avenged finally. It is a serious and a terrible 
tiring to brutalize the rising generation, and the penalty will have to 
be paid ir. one way or another.
